in Albania. Tho Foreign Offico had recently been asked far 
guidance in vi ow of tho Fiond/Valuablc mooting and had included 
the following paragraph In thoir reply: 

"Tho danger is that an intornal upheaval of whatsoever 
nature in Albania might bo aoc omyniod by tho intervention 
oithor of members of the Prizron Commit too or, loss probably, 
of tho National Commit too for a Froo Albania , oithor with or 
without invitation from, within Albania itsolf . Intervention 
by either alone might bo Interpreted by Italy or Yugoslavia 
as tho case may bo, and porhaps by Greece, as a throat to 
vital national interests. Especially in view of Italy’s 
and Yugoslavia’s quarrel about Trieste wo can do without 
another largo bone of contention. Tho conclusion Is that 
it would probably bo better that there should bo no change of 
rogimo in Albania for tho prosont, - at least until the 
Triosto question has boon solved. Wo are reasonably contont 
with tho declarations by Albania’s neighbours sad by Turkey 
and wish to avoid stirring up fresh controversies by

REVIEW OF FIEND/VALUABLE 1953 INFILTRATION OPERATIONS 


(a) Targets and Methods of Infiltration

Tho third toam which wa.s 
for Northorn Albania was tho bost team yot rocruitod but tho 
oporation had to bo abandon od owing to S.I.S. ovcntual inability 
to carry out cither soa or air infiltration. The toam Is being 
kept on ice for next year. ( (.said S.I.S. had no teams 

left over in Albania from 195a. — * 


7. I ! said that C.I.A. infiltration operations had boon 

agajte-fft the sank targets as previously, but had boon moro 
widosprop.d. They aimod at establishing permanent resistance 
nuclei insido tho country, maintaining operations towards the 
eventual detachment of Albania from tho Communist orbit, establishing 
contact with high lcvol Albanians to encourage thorn to defect, and 
gathering intolligonco on tho main targots. Operations had boon 
reduced in ordor to sond in agents of a higher quality, but it 
was agreed by S.I.S. and C.I.A. that on tho whole tho calibro of 
agonts loft much to bo desired. A fivo man toam whi oh had boon 
in last yoar was ro-inf iltratod in July this yoar and stayed in 
for throe wooks (WILLOW to tho KORCE aroa, mainly on a P/W brief); 
thoy r c-ostablishod contacts mado last yoar. A two man toam 
was infiltrated in early August to 3ARANDE (THROTTLER) and stayed 
in tho country three wooks. A third toam, usod in previous 
yoars, was infiltrated successfully and is still in tho country 
and in W/T contact with C.I.A. (FIG to POGRADETZ area.). Two teams 
parachuted into central Albania during tho summer havo not boon 
hoard of since infiltration; and a further setback occurrod in 
the loss of an oxfiltrating party which included both the loador 
of a team which had boon operating in tho MAT I aroa for ovor a 
yoar and tho toam which had boon dropped into Albania to oxfiltratc 
this key agent. 


Quality of Agonts 


8. Both C.I.A. and S.I.S. were agrood about tho 1 
agonts available for recruitment in Greece. Very 
from Albania .are arriving in Grooco and any higher 
escapees normally do not wish to go back to livo in 
C.I.A. said thoy wore encouraging teams to ostablis 
sources in Albania rather than suggesting any conta 
make should come out, a.s tho numbor of operations t 
is so limited.

19, it was agreed to discuss tho Executive Comm.ittao position 

and the C.I.A. reorganisation proposal together. Asaid 

that from tho evidence available S.I.S. ard C.I.A. appeared in 
close agreement. C.I.A. wanted to broaden and re-organise tho 

fSJ.C.F.A. and intended to offset certain economies. It was hoped 
to establish a camp in Italy to house the Albanians there and 
I only the members of tho Executive Committee should receive sa laris 
in future, but a Consultative Committee of 30 members- should be 
^formed. Discussion then took place as to whether tho Executive 
Committee should consist of 5 or 9 members and whether the 
Consultative Committee should elect the Executive Committee or 
whether N.O.F.A. should be presentc-d with our joint choice of 
names as a fait accompli . S.I.S. expressed the view that if 
an ultimatum on broadening and re-organising 'were given the 
Albanians some might walk out and then there might bo difficulty 
in maintaining a Committee at all . S.I.S, also said, they would 
like to see the moiabors appointed as individuals and not as party 
members. A sub-committee of S.I.S. and C.I.A. representatives 
was then set up to discuss the position further and report back, 
with concrete proposals including agreed names. Meanwhile it 
was generally agreed by S.I.S. and C.I.A. that the Committee 
must be broadened to include representatives of tho B.K.I . and 
KL IS SURA groups. S.I.S. said that they would not like to see 

any notorious Quislings on the new Committee.

Ar tide and Fo o d Drops 


13. The S.I.S. view was that food drops la.id us open to charges 
of bacteriological warfare and. were therefore not worth carrying 
out. C.I.A. held that proper Instructions sent with the 
containers and careful packing should help to avoid this and 
they proposed to resume food drops until small existing stocks 
in Athens were exhausted, after which time the position w ould 

he reviewed. 

14. Article drops wore agreed by S.I.S. and C.I.A. as useful, 
though S.I.S. were unable yet to say whether policy clearance 
would he forthcoming. S.I.S. offered C.I.A. some of their 
stocks for next year, if available and if for policy reasons 
they were unable to drop them themselves. C.I.A. thanked 
them and said they w ould look into thoir own stock position.
